Home grown British Hardcore 
is the only alternative. As Sony 
consolidates its CD monopoly by 
not only marketing the hardware 
but now the software, what 


exactly stands in the way of their 
World-wide domination? 
Hardcore, which relies on vinyl 
for survival. 

Rave, like punk in it’s day. is 
the only truly teenage rebellious 
movement of the moment. .Albeit 
non-aggressive, which 1 believe 
makes it even more threatening to 
the powers that be. because it is 
A-Political.
